"Three more gunsi She must be 
very drunk," writes Horace "Walpole, 
who was interrupted at intervals by a 
■wild she-neighbour's firing but at her 

■window by way of soaring imaginary 
conspirators. People do not get drunk 
now; but when imaginary conspirators 
are about some people fire off wonder- 
ful guns. There lias been a large 
gathering at Philharmonic in support 
of the appeal to the Queen, at which 
some of the speakers, not long ago 
loud and fulsome in laudation, called 
Mr. Mackenzie pretty hard names. 
"There has been," wrote a London 
contemporary, two years ago, "a large 
gathering at Manchester in support of 
the Irish church, and when the spea- 
■■••kew were a little tired of calling Mr. 
' .^it^stone a Papist and of apologising 
■for comparing him to a better 'man, 
Iscariot, one of them termed him a 
great sacoilegious bell-wether." Bat, 
strange to saijr, Gladstone survived 
that and disestablished the Irish 
' dhuroht What if Mackenzia should 
■r survive" the Philharmonio guns and 
build the Canadian Faoifio? Accprd- 
."ing'to the Government organ here 
another grand victory has been gained. 
That party iaalwaj-s winniugvietdries. 
It won a tremendous victory last 
January at the Alhambra gatheiing, 
^ ^thipugh the iolse dioision of a suborn- 
ed chairman. That time the victory 
consisted in endorsing the magnificent 
dock fraud of the present Ministry I 
This time the victory consists in much 
less than one half of the same commu- 
nity ha-nng foolishly endorsed a much 
worse.because more genei^ly harmful, 
fraud- or blunder, as you like it. Of 
'CQurse, the organ is crowing over the 
-latter victory as it did over the 
former. Let it crow while it can. 
As for us, we are quite content to 
await reBults and see how thiB 
Walkom pudding oomea out in 
the eating. If by getting on his knees at 
Ottawa he should succeed in inducing 
Mackenzie ■to reopen negotiatioDB 
and concede in July what ho had express- 
ed hia readiness to give in May, wo shall 
then be prepared to admit that he has in 
some measnre atoned for his egregious 
blunder. If, however, which seems but 
/too possible, Mr. Mackenzie should say 
'as iiinch as a lioman Oovernor said of 
Paul's appeal to C»Bar,'"IbiB affair might 
flasily have been arranged here had not 
Columbia appealed to the Queen; but 
now to the Queen ehe must go," — -wo say 
should such be tho result of Mr. Wal- 
kem's call in at Ottawa on his ■way to Lon- 
don, then there is nothing better to hope 
for than what has already been indicated 
as the probable result of an appeal to tho 
Queen under such extremely nnpropi- 
tious circumstances. When Paul appeal- 
ed to Rome ho had right ou his side, and 
he knew that Truth must triumph even 
over all tho power of Rome. There was 
a Providence that shaped his ends. But 
unfortunately in tho present appeal to 
London, we have not even truth on our 
Bide. British Columbia goes to the Queen 
with a lio in her monthi — a lie, too, that is 
quite sure to bo doteoted both at Ottawa 
and at London.

The Crisis atSaanich. 
Able Letter on the Situation. 



Eorriju or tiik Colonlst. — Tlio aTi- 
iiouiu'cment telegraph that, in con- 
scqueuco of the uucoremouious dismis- 
sal by the Local ilinistiy of tlio|Domiu- 
ion Kuvoy, Mr. Edi^'ar, the Dominion 
Govcriinicnt lind wiilulruv,-ii tho pro- 
positions which that gentleman luul 
boon empoworod to make, has caused 
among many of us much di.ssatisfuc- 
t on aud no small do'greo of well-found- 
ed alarm. I wi!! nufc say that tho 
Public has been surprised; for under 
tho circumstances 110 other course 
possible WHS open to tho Dominion 
Government in ortlor to assert it.s self- 
respect— unless, indeed, tho power.s at 
Ottawa luul magnanimously decided to 
overlook, as tho act of individuals un- 
aiitiiorisfjd by tho general feeling a 
breach of diidomatic courtesy of \Yhicli 
all uiiisfc be (conscious. Tliis diguilicd 
cour.' o the Dominion Govemniont coi'.Id 
well have atl'orded to atlopt; and thus, 
prohaps, havo placed itself in a more 
oiialted poHitiou with roforenco to 
the pooplo of this Province tlian that 
whi(di it lilts (dio^^on to asHiimc. As it 
now i.s all iirogress seems to bo at a 
(lc:i(l-I(jck. ( 'oiiliilouco iu the wisdcjiu c>f 
our Kulors is shaken if not cle.sLroyed. 
In short we have the uaobeeriug pro- 
spect of indefinite and protracted 
s(|iml)hling ovor fin important measure, 
while tho infi'Tcsls of the Province, 
ami tho gonor.'il interests of tho Do- 
miiii'in hound up therewith, are cou- 
th ninod to sull'or. 

It is, I tUiqlt, obvious, tbat ha4 tho 
Provincial Premier elicited, in'form.il- 
ly, aii expression oftlio ]Miblic fooling, 
by a tiinidy publication ui the iialuro 
of liis cni'lim' ('Oiniiiiinic'itiouH with Mr. 
Ed;.;ar, 110 such acticjn towards tliat 
gcutlomau as ho liiially adopted would 
have been recommended or approved. 
Coming among us witb lhia higb, if 
somewhat informal, authority bo pro- 
duced, tlie Dominion Agent was entitl- 
ed to (!.\po(;t a courteous olTicial dis- 
cus.iion of the subject of his mission; 
aud it was open to tho Local Govern - 
ment to make fjuoh oouater-|y^posnlH 
in the intorcstj of the Province, sub- 
ject to after approval by tho Poople, 
as might havo loil to some ])ro,-ip(!('.t of 
a teriniuatioii. If a'terwards it ^hould 
iiavo a])pcared that tho .Dominion A- 
gent had exeeedod bin powers — a sup- 
[lositioii not to be aeiiously entertain- 
ed — the piopoaals on either side would 
DK FACTO bave been neutralized and wo 
should have occupied nt least our 
original po.sition ; and, wliilo plaoing 
tlu! l.^oniinion iu the wrong, liave os- 
lablishod for ouraelvo.s ufavurablo pos- 
ition for immediate appeal yrhich , un- 
der tho course that has be^n adopted, 
we might now vainly seek to claim. 

During the early pnrfc of iho ])roKont 
year, ponding tho elections for tho 
Dominion Comnioim, tho nocossity for 
making a united stand' for tho conacr- 
vatiou of tho spirit of tho Tonus of 
Union was generally recognised. It 
was on this "platform"— if I may ven- 
ture for once on a cant expression that 
fiuit.i my purpopo —that tho BCivoral 
meinlici'.s protessed to stand and wore 
elected. But it was understood that 



thoy were to act iu no factious 8prit,but 
to give a generous bup^jort to whatever 
miuibtry might be iu power, whose 
int(eintion$ towards tho Provinoe, should 
bo found to bo liberal and sincei-e. 
Already, as you are aware, a feeling of 
distrust, fostered by political appearances 
within tlio Provinco, had arisen among 
m^ny; but it was felt that it would bo un- 
just to condemn unheard, tho Adminis- 
tration ,thonji apgarontly about to enter 
upou powef^,",B»t':^liilo contending for 
the porformanoe of tbe spirit'of our con- 
tract with Canada, it was obvious to all 
that some relaxation of its literal fulfill- 
ment would have to be conceded — not 
autocratically by our Local Government, 
but under tho popular sanction. It was 
indeed, a "foregone conclusion;" for aL 
rtiady a partial infringement bad taken 
plao >, aud thiy under a Ministry confes- 
sedly favourahlo to British Columbia, and 
an original party to tho contract. Indeed 
tho possibility of such necessity arising 
had from the first appeared to all reason- 
ing peo;jle; and that no rigid or illiberal 
adherence as to time would bo exacted 
under possible emergency, had already 
been hinted at in his capacity as a dele- 
gate, by our ])resent Lioutonant-Gover- 
nor iu bis speech at public dinner at 
Ottawa, after tho conclusion of tho nego- 
'tiations for Coufodoratiou. I am aware 
that tbis utterance on his part was blamed 
by some at tho time; but it was neverthe- 
less in Acoordanoe, I belieTt', with the 
general feeling, as indeed with common 
sense. From all I can now gather, amid 
tho conflicting statements ajipearing in 
the public Press, the impression convey- 
ed to tho minds of our Represontativos 
iu I'arliament has boon, that tho present 
Administration while declining to com- 
mit themselves to all the obligations of 
tho llailway clause, are at least sincere in 
their desire to fulfil whatever they are 
themaelvos disposed to undertake, in ac- 
cordance with what they rightly or wrong- 
ly conceive to bo the financial capabili- 
ties of tho country. Tho speech of Mr. 
Mackenzie, I havo read with attontiou; 
and though with others I may disagree 
with him ou many points, I am impressed 
with tho notion that his piolicy is actuat- 
od at least by honesty of purpose. That 
the difliouliies in tho way of the construc- 
tion of tbe Railwaj would be greatly 
magnified under the ministerial showing 
we wore prepared to expect; and that 
thoy havo been unduly exaggerated with 
regard to certain portions, tho result of 
tlie surveys now in progress will, I am 
persuaded, sufliciontly prove. Mr. Macken 
zie, however, makes a definite offer, un- 
der a promise to commence operations at 
once; and thongb[' I may not advocate tho 
unconditional acceptance of that offer as 
it stands, or in any case without tho full- 
est assuranoes against the possibility of 
future misapprohen8ion,I think it is in- 
cumbent on us not to reject summarily 
tho consideration of a proposal that may 
be possibly so far modified aa to be fin- 
ally satisfactory to all. 

After all, viewing tho matter as British 
Columbia oulj-, anil without reference to 
the wide ulterior interests at stake, what 
has our Province specially to object if 
the provision as to tho term sot for tho 
final completion of the Railway ,bo some- 
what extended? Our peculiar harvest 
will be reaped chiefly during tbe con- 
struction of thework; afterwards wo shall 
share its advantages only in common with 
the rest of tho Dominion. Meanwdiile 
our local prosperity will be promoted not 
only through the largo consequent expen- 
diture, and tbe influx of population which 
must be likewise a consequence, but by 
the restoration of that confidence in the 
good faith of the Ruling Power which has 
of lato boon so rudely shaken, and of 
which it were bootless to oonoeal, tho ef- 
fects are becoming daily more manifest. 
A commencement once made, and tho 
proof thus given that the country is in 
earnest, unforeseeu consequences will 
presumably follow. 

Tho work is not au object of local im- 
port;aico only, but, as has been ju-tly re- 
markod, a growing national necessity ; and 
being such, I venturo to predict that, 
whatever tho policy now prospectively 
laiil down, tho national exigences will in 
a spaco of timo much shorter than wo now 
dare to anticipate, urgo the work irrosist- 
ably to completion. 

It was urjtlor considerations such as 1 
havo here stated that, at n recent assem- 
bly in Saanicb, certain resolutions were 
approved which bave probably oinse ap- 
pi'arod in your coluiuns; and it iu witir 
a view to explain tho reasons for this pub- 
lic act-ion that I now trouble you w ith 
this oommunication. From tho unanimi- 
ty displayed on the occasion referred to 
1 infer what may probably be tho general 
feeling. Tbe conclusion to be arrived at 
is, that boforo rushing headlong into ox- 
treme measures, as wo hoar has l)oen 
threati'iied, a conference, entered upon in 
au amicable and conciliatory S])irit, but 
with a due regard to our unquestionable 
right, should bo sought with tho Domin- 
ion Govornmout. Such negotiation faib 
ing to acoomplisba sntisfaotory compro- 
mise, and to ostablia'ii suob well-doflnod 
and reasonable mcdilication of tho Uail- 
way Clause .is wo might prndonlly coii- 
K>Mit to,~f^ aUernative ia open to us. 
Then, and thon only, while able to show 
that wo havo sought in vain to obtain a 
friendly and just settlement of tho disa- 
greement, we can approach the Imperial 
authorities with tho full confidence of 
ol'taiiiitif,' thoir support. Tho right of 
appiMl, however, .so important to us as an 
uxtreme [H-ivilngo, is ono that should bo 
very cautiously exercised; else the Pro- 
vinces might bo in constant discord v/ith 
th(i Federal Power, and unceasing animos- 
ities bo ongonderod iiijuriouu on ail sides, 
in private life It is an axiom that a judi- 
cions coinpromisois in all e.^ses prefeniblo 
to the vexations and delays, not to men- 
tion tho uncertainties of a lavif-suit; and 
the principle that obtains in private life 
may well bo extended to public affairs. 
Nevoithele r even iu private life tho unwol- 
oonio altornativo is sometimes inevitable; 
and such, however much tho necessity 
may bo deprecated, m&y likewise becomo 
nnavoid.^bio in a more extended sphoro. 
Wo may at least hope, however, that suob 
nocosity wlll be obviated in our own 
ca :e, and that a friendly solution of all 
tho existing troubles will ore long be ac- 
oomi)lishoil.

To-day Gavin 
Lang made a long and eloquent ad- 
dress against tbe proposed movement. 
Last night iu tbe Synod of the Old 
Kirk, Mr. McLean, of Torouto Pres- 
bytery, in a motion with a lengthy 
preamble, wherein bo recited reasons 
for his actions, moved tliat further 
consideraticu of tho matter be now 
dropped, which was seconded ia a re- 
markably strongly worded speech by 
Rev. Mr. Joliu Burnett, of Hamiltou 
Presbytery. -An amcudinont wa.s mov- 
ed by Rev. Mr. Gordon, of this city, 
seconded by Rev. Mr. Caiui)bell, of 
Montreal, wiiich in effect expressed ap- 
proval of union on tho proposed basis, 
and both geutlemeu warmly supported 
tho cause iu able speeclies. So the 
matter stands at present, b.it it is per- 
fectly evident tbat tbe amendment will 
bo carried by an overwhelming ma- 
jority. 

Iu tbe General Assembly of tbe 
Canada Presbyterian Church, tho jio- 
sition of matters is very similar. The 
Assembly yesterday afternoon resolved 
itself into Committeo of the Whole to 
di.^cuES tho question, when a motion 
was submitted by Rev. Mr. Middle- 
miss, sccoudeil by Dr. Tcpp, tbat the 
Westniiustor Confession of Faith, with- 
out any CAplanritions, bo made tbo 
basis of union.
